only in Perſonal Actions. under the Value of Five Pounds. 


That he hath a Free-hold Eſtate therein, for his own Lite and his Sons 


Life, worth about 2oc/. Per An. Communibus Annis. 


That he depended thereon, as a good Proviſion for him and his Son. 
And therefore upon Gnning into the {aid Place, left of his PraCtice 
as an Attorney, and hath diſcontinued the ſame ever ſince. 


That the reſidue of his Eſtate, lyes moſt in new Ground-Rents, and 


new Foundations, -propoſed to be taxed, towards the defraying the ne- 


cellary Charge of the Navy. 


That he hath been always ready to Serve the Publick, and hath ſerved 


in ſeveral Commiſſions, both of the Peace, Militia, and others ; from the 


Year 1680, until diſmiſt, for Refuſing to Conſent, to take of the 
PENAL LAWS and TEST.
